Moneta J. Sleet, Jr. was born in Owensboro, Kentucky in 1926. He graduated from Kentucky State College 
(now Kentucky State University) in 1947. He studied journalism at New York University where he obtained a 
Master's degree, and photography at the New York School of Modern Photography. He worked for The 
Amsterdam News in New York City and Our World Magazine prior to joining the staff of Ebony Magazine in 
1955. He continued there untill996. Sleet's most well known photograph is his portrait of Caretta Scott King 
and her daughter, Bernice at Martin Luther King's funeral. This image earned Sleet, Jr. the 1969 Pulitzer Prize

for Feature Photography. He was the first African American to win a Pulitzer for journalism. During a career 
of more than forty years Sleet, Jr. photographed virtually all of the prominent leaders, artists, athletes and 
others in the African American community throughout the United States. He was among the major news 
photographers of the latter half of the twentieth century, participating in scores of major assignments and 
events throughout the world. The recognition accorded to Sleet, Jr. by the Pulitzer Prize also brought 
exhibitions which included a major one-person exhibition in St. Louis followed by a venue at the New York 
Public Library in 1986. Sleet died of cancer shortly after completing his last assignment covering the 1996 
Olympics in Atlanta, Georgia.

The valuation of 
transparencies must consider color fading and shifting. Also, slides are no longer considered 
functional without scanning and transfer of visual data to compact discs. This is a cost to be 
considered, particularly with large numbers of slides. However, transparencies are original posidve 
images which lend value depending upon the reputadon of the photographer and usefulness of the 
subject.
